Today one of the few guerrillas who 


were captured at Cuantanamo and is 
confined with the other prisoners in 
the stockade refused to obey orders and 
became abusive, and was promptly put 
in double irons for 10 daj^s. 


Several of the guerrillas are reported 


as having money, watches aad other 
valuables, stolen from tho Bough Rid- 
ers, and one of them is wearing a pair 
of leggings that belonged to a Hough 
Uider. 


As the marine guard is composed of 


men who fought at Guatanaino, and 
are acquainted with guerrilla tactics, 
they have very littlu use for these par 
ticular prisoners, and they are sure to 
be brought up with a round turn at the 
slightest violation of orders. 


The work of distributing shoos not 


socks to tho prisoners has commenced, 
and those at the hospital who are con- 
valescing are being fittad out first.

commercial interests. In that reipwt 
she has been thoroughly re-assured by 
th«> wilUtiitttess the Amarluan gov»rn- 
ment displayed on the occasion <*t the 
last commercial agreement, so she il full 
of confidence In the future." 


THAT HANNAH YACHT. 


The purchase of the yacht Comanehe 


and its conversion into a gunboat at 
this naval station, has caused no end of 
talk •which a few democrats are trying 
to make political capital ont of. The 
yacht was renamed the 1*5 S- S. Frolic, 
and sailed from here July 23d for Cu- 
ba, and the attempt to prove that she 
was bought through the influence of 
Senator Hunna because she was owned 
by his brother, promises to make her 
more famftus than some of the war ships 
at Santiago.

as a 'libelons lie.' He said his brother 
offered the yacht Comanehe to the gov- 
ernment, not as speculation,but because 
the government wanted to buy such 
boats. The Comanehe cost 8150,000. 
A board of naval experts appointed by 
Mr. Boosevelt appraised the boat at 
$115,000, and it was sold for that 
sum."

I request that 
the question of tariff rates to be charged 
in the ports of Porto Eico occupied by 
our forces be submitted

dent for his action, the previously ex- 
isting tariff remaining meanwhile in 
force. As to the government and mili- 
.ary occupation I have already given in- 
structions based upon the instructions 
;iven me by the president in the case of 
;he Philippine islands, and similar to 
that issued at Santiago.

The news 
that Spain had sued for peace was nt 
once taken to General Miles. The gen- 
eral said he did not know what effect it 
would have on his movements, bmt he 
proposed to rush ahead and take San 
Juan, pending orders from the presi- 
dent. Outside of typhoid fever on the 
transports at Guanica, the general 
health of the army continued good. 
General Miles will retain his headquar- 
ters at the custom house at Poace, 
while General Wilson will be in imme- 
diate command of the troops in the 
city. 


Will Depend. 


WASHINGTON-, July 31.—The persons 


best informed as to the peace negotia- 
tions declare that the answer of the 
Spanish government to the terms of 
peace authorized by the government of 
tbe United Statos is not to be expected 
before Tuesday. The progress made in 
negotiations has given rise in some 
quarters tliat hostilities are to be sus- 
pended very goon. This will depend 
entirely upon the attitude of Spain and 
tbe nature of the answer to' onr de- 
mand.

Fiench press towards the United States, 
jt is said tlu- language used hy the news- 
papers at present is in substance the 
stunv as usud three months ago. and t h a t 
the reason the American people have

tilt- impulsion tliat the 


French papers were hostile to tile i'nitcd 
Suites and favorable tu Spain is dn<- tu 
the fact that unly the less sensible part 
of the French press was minted in the 
•cable dispatches, while tnieh papers as 
the Journal des Debates, the Figaro and 
the Temps und some others have nut fa- 
vored either side, in the war and have 
(furnished their leaders with honest ac- 
counts of tlie different features ot tha 
.hostilities. 


Continuing, it is argued lhat some of 


the leading representatives of the French 
press were interviewed 
during 
the 


war, and their statements left no room 
for doubting Hiat they entertained a 
cordial feeling toward the I'nited States, 
while French business men who were 
similarly interviewed were even more 
emphatic in tin.1!:- c.-.pressioiis of friend- 
ship toward America. 


Finally the Frenchmen say that the 


trecent celebration of the Fourth of July 
here was the occasion of brineiiiR forth 
[additional proof of the cordial feeling 
entertained towards Americans. At the 
'banquet of the American Chamber of 
Commerce there were many prominent 
Frenchmen present, including: some of 
the highest static officials, arid M. Marue- 
joul?, the minister of commerce, speak- 
ing for the French noverninent, said: 
"We have bco'n told that far away on th«> 
olher side of the Atlantic there tire those 
who have listened to calumniators in 
France, who have assert.-d that France 
was forgetful of her duty, ami that we 
'have become not only advcrsai'ies, Tiut, 
'.•according to some reports, even dis- 
Courtfous towards America. I protest 
against such an impi'essicm. My word 
is sufficient to dispel such a ridiculous 
idea, and 1 hope that the echo i.f what 
I say "'ill be carried far from this ban- 
quet hall to the ullv-r side of the Atlan- 
tic, as an indignant protest against the 
false reports as to the sentiments of 
France towards America. Hut, if this is 
not sufficient. U:t me assure your coun- 
try that nut u day. not an hour, not a 
»ninute has elapsed during which the 
harmony which exists between us has 
.ever run the risk of being broken." 


This statement of the French minister 


of commerce is reproduced here, as it la 
.b.-ing freely used by Frenchmen in their 
arguments to prove that France has not 
been unfriendly to the t'niied Statt-s in 
the war with Spain. They also argue 
that there is no reason why France 
.should side with Spain, as during the 
"present century there has "never been 
any common ideal between 
the two 


countries," and that the Frenchmen of 
today are not led by clerical considera- 
tions, not "by the theory of the so-called 
Latin races," which, it is further as- 
eerted, is no longer taken seriously by 
any sensible man. 


From a semi-official source the follow- 


ing statement was made: "From a com- 
mercial point of view, France is as much 
interested in American as in Spanish 
trade, and consequently she has no rea- 
son to Jeopardize her friendly relations 
•with the United States. Still, she feels 
sympathy for her unfortunate neighbor 
and rejoices heartily at the fa£t that 
peace is to be arranged, and that the 
French ambassador, M. Cambon, has 
been the messenger of peace sent by 
Spain to America. 


"As to the terma upon which peace 


will 
be arranged, the French govern- 


ment and puublic opinion in France are 
perfectly aware that the United States 
will no longer be satisfied with the mere 
independence of Cuba, considering that 
the war has cost her considerable sacri- 
fices. Consequently, the French press, 
especially the Journal des de Bats and 
the Temps, are already taking Into ac- 
count that important element In th« set- 
tlement of peace. They only hope that 
America wiA not claim too much. Not 
that France feels envious, in view of 
the Increasing power of the United 
States, but, simply because too onerous 
conditions on the part o£ America 
would make peace difficult. 
In fact, 


It deserves to be pointed out that France 
does not make any objection to the 
United States increasing either its 
strength or its dominions. 


"The reason for the quiet feeling of 


France in this matter Is that she is con- 
vinced that if such an Increase In any 
•way threatens any European power, she 
Is not that power. Kv<-n the annexation 
of Hawaii, which gives to the United 
States an important position in the Pa- 
cific ocfcan, has not disturbed France in 
the slightest) degree, h«r possessions In 
America being small and unimportant, 
consisting only of tome little islands and. 
rrench Guiana, 
xneretors . «n» re»n 


sure that th* Americans, whom she con- 
siders to be a practical people, will 
never think of having' trouble with a 
great European power for such a trifling 
object. 


"As to the Philippines, if those Islands 


are to be lost to Spain. France, as the 
ruler ot Indo-Chlnu, would probably 
prefer having the American* aa next 
door neighbors, lnxtea/1 of any European 
or Aalotlc power.

Bismarck threw himself heart and soul 


Into the uauHO of the king as against the 
people. He upheld the royal prerogatives, 
fiercely opposed anything iu the nature of 
liberalism and gave way with bod grace to 
the concessions which Frederick William 
eventually deemed wise to grant to popular 
sentiment. 


Asa reward for his loyalty Bismarck wae 


appointed wvoy to the diet at Frankfort iu 
1851. This body did not represent the peo- 
ple, but was iu reality au assemblage of 
princes uud their proxies, who kept a tight 
hold ou individual rights while resisting 
solidly everything like encroachment ou 
the part of foreign powers. 


From the bund of Frankfort, where he 


had shown marked ability as a diplomat, 
Bismarck was sent as ambassador to St. 
Petersburg, where he was retained until 
tSfll. Then William I succeeded to the 
throne of Prussia, and ho returned to Ber- 
lin as the head of the ministry, filled with 
misgivings as to the vanities and vexations 
of the world, with the great plan of Ger- 
mau unification taking shape iu his massive 
brain. 


A MAN OF BLOOD AND IRON. 


RIBMAItfK. 


O!to von Bismarck penned this glnomy 


lament. It was not wrung from the bitter 
ness of his later years, it came from him in 
the prime of manhood when William ol 
Prussia, just called to the throne, invited 
him to Ik'i'lin to become the head of the 
ministry 
This was a supremo moment in 


the history of Prussia, for Bismarck wostu 
Ushei in his famous policy of blood and 
iron and set the pegs for Germany's regen- 
eration. Vet at the very threshold of this 
great work he was filled with a morbid ap- 
prehension of the vanities and vexations of 
the world. One can hiiiilly imagine Bis- 
marck, whose daring stKlesmanship was to 
change the map of Europe anil keep kings 
and potentates in awe, pausing on the brink 
of bin wonderful achievements to lament 
the folly of nations nnd of men. 


lint Bismarck had several hides to his 


nature 
In diplomacy artful and auda- 


cious, in battle grim and relentless, gruff 
mill stern in his treatment of political ri- 
vals, lie hail newthclcsB boftrr moods, 
in which humor, philosophy and religion 
blended cnrio'mly to lighten up the general 
Bternness and determination of his charac- 
ter 
He was an affectionate, faithful hus- 


band, a kind anil indulgent father and a 
generous neighbor and friend. 
He could, 


ho«e\er. brook no opposition to his ideas 
ol policy and r Dented tho slightest interfer- 
ence with his power in the empire, but his 
deep, absorbin,^ pHlrtotKm, his unbounded 
faith in the tt! n-ious future of his country, 
as well as his profound leverelice tif its past, 
covered 11 i i i ' i l t i l u d c of faults and toned 
down tin: sharp, jutting edges of hisUuiipue 
personality. 


BISMARCK'S EARLY CAREER. 


Duruili-vll fttutlunt, Court K"]iortcrf Lcgtv- 


lutor, l^mljniiMulok'. 


There was little promise Of a brilliant 


career iu tho youth of Otto von Bismarck. 
By a strange irony of fate he wns born on 
April Fool's day ut Schocnhausen, the 
home of his ancehtors, in 1^1,1. At the ago 
ot (i he was sent to a boarding school at 
Berlin, and when 12 jeiirs old ho was re 
moved tot he gymnasium, or public classical 
school, anil remained live years iu huch in- 
bin nt ions. 


At (iotlingi'ii university, whither ho was 


Bent from the Berlin schools, young Bis- 
marck w;us a typical specimen of the reck- 
less, daredevil student. 
He was then H 


tall, slim, pale faced youth, active and 
iiealt hy enough, but with little sign of the 
broad shouldered, stalwart man he after- 
ward became 


From 
(JotUngen university Bismarck 


went lo the University of Berlin, where hu 
KOOII passed an examination in law and wua 
appointed auscultalor, or official reporter, 
nt one of the courts. A year of court re- 
porting and Inw was enough for Bismarck. 
He resigned his position, and after travel- 
ing several months ho settled down to the 
life of a practical farmer on the family es- 
tates. 


In 1847 he was wedded to the Fraulein 


Johanna Freilerica Charlotte Puttkamcr. 
The niarriiige proved a union without a 
flaw 
It Rtei.dicd the impetuous young 


German, brought him for the first time face 
to face with the serious business of life and 
was the turning point of bis great career. 


tsdciu after his marriage Bismarck was 


matte a member of the Frankfort dl«t. At 
that time Germany was composed of loose- 
ly organized states and had little influence 
in Kuropean affairs. The revolution of 1848 
infused new hopes into the hearts of the 
people. Radical ideas were spreading and 
the occupants of thrones trembled for their 
nal'ety 
it did not take Bismarck long to 


decide which Bide ho should take. He was 
a firm believer in the divine right of kinga; 
he inherited intense contempt for the peo- 
ple O.H a factor of governmental power. 


The swift rfciing current of democracy 


threatened to engulf his beloved Prussia. 
Frederick William granted a constitution, 
*nd a deputation from the new national 
parliament offered him the imperial crown

T1>« Career of Illmiiurck, the Prime MlnU- 


ter uml Heal Kuler of Kurope. 


It was in 1W11 when William I of Prussia 


recalled Otto vou Bismarck from the court 
of St. Petersburg to fill the post of premier 
at Berlin that ho wits made a count. Ho 
was ut that time the best hated mau in the 
kingdom, anil tho Liberals regarded his 
appointment as a direct menace to their 
aims. 
People used tosplt upon the ground 


as he passed to show their dislike; he wa-* 
hissed ami hooted on the STreetn. But he 
persevered in his stern policy, nnd thosn 
who hooted and hissed and spat in his 
trucks were loudest In his praise when the 
triumph of the Prussian arms gave material 
evidence of his furseeiug sagacity aud gen 
ius 


The SchlesHig-tlolstein war was the first 


serious test of his policy. 
It wius a six 


months'campaign undertaken by Austria 
and PriiHsia to wrest the two duchies from 
Denmitrk on the pretense of broken en 
gagementM 
Denmark was beaten easilj 


enough, and the allies were soon haggling 
over the spoils. There was no alternative 
but to light one another, and then com- 
menced that fierce struggle, ending with 
Satlowa On July 2, 180fi, which blotted out 
the military glory of Austria and added iui 
pcriKh.ihli* fame to the Prussian eagles. 


In his great plans for German unity Bis- 


marck hiitl a strong coadjutor in Von 
Moltko. Bismarck pulled the strings of 
continental politics, arranging the puppets 
to suit his imperious fancy; Von Moltke, 
with the same stern eye to Prussian ag- 
grandizement, mapped out future cam- 
paigns and drilled and disciplined thuanuy 
until it was the most perfect death dealing 
machine of the age. 
For several years Bis- 


marck devoted himself to the consolidation 
of the North German confederation. 


Napoleon looked on with n jealous eye. 


The Austrian campaign had raised Prussia 
to one of the mighty powers of Knrope. He 
hud failed in his projected role of arbitrator 
and was filled with auxiely as to the fiitur** 
Not only WE* bin personal pride hurt by 
Bismarck's lafusal to let him in at the 
denth, but he persuaded himself that France 
had been iusultvd and that her prestige 
was threatened by Prussia's success. His 
mortificaUoa tiprimd to tho people, and a 
bitter hatred sprang up between the na- 
tions. The public journals gave voice to 
his sentiment, and when the question of the 
Spanish succession was cunningly contrived 
hy Bismarck to give mortal offense to 
France Napoleon had the nation at his 
bade, and the hasty declaration of war was 
greeted with wild acclaim. 


With the result of the memorable con 


llict between France and Prussia all tho 
world is familiar. Paris was besieged and 
fell after a prolonged struggle, and tba 
German empire, of which William of Prus- 
sia was declared emperor, was proclaimed 
In the palace of Versailles. The title of 
Prince Bismarck Schoenhausen, chancellor 
of the German empire, WHS conferred upon 
him ut the close of the Franco-Prussian war. 


Bismarck's fame was now at its zenith. 


Recognized everywhere as the diplomatic 
giant of the century, he was really tlie 
mainspring and ruler of united Germany 
The empe,ror wjis as clay in his hands. 
While protesting the utmost loyalty and 
obedience, Bismarck coolly regulated Wil 
lium's conduct in the affairs of btateforthe 
general good aud consolidation of the em- 
pire. It seemed meet that it should be so. 
With all his virtues, tho kaiser's hand was 
not steady enough nor his mind strong or 
broad enough to direct tho ship of stalie iu 
safety through the political breakers. Bis- 
marck, who mapped out its course toward 
unification, was needed to ketp a firm hold 
on the helm and steer it amid the rocks and 
hhoal.-i which at times threatened danger 
and dextruetion. 


For -'<> years he ruled the empire with a 


rod of iron. He was tho same forceful char- 
acter that kept the Prussian parliament 
Iu hot water when William ascended the 
throne, lie roared and bullied and blus- 
tered till the nation reverberated in sym- 
pathy. Now he was fighting the ultramon- 
tanes with all bus noisy vigor; again he 
would force rough measures down the 
throats of clamorous socialists. Amid all 
the opposition nt home he kept a watchful 
eye on tlie rest of Europe, cementing the 
Various interests of the new empire together 
and developing tho commercial and mili- 
tary resources of tbe fatherland. His sec- 
ond great obj"ct was to preserve the peace 
of Europe, which he did by increasing the 


auiuuriby mvrn not sucn as to commend 
themseh-eii to mankind. 
Crown Prince 


Frederick aud Bismarck Lad been at 
•word*' points for year*. Bismarck had op 
posed Frederick's muTriage to Victoria, fid ' 
est daughter of the queen of England. 
Alter the marriage he lost no opportunity 
to annoy the princess. He seemed inspired 
with unreasoning hatred toward her, and 
he took an especial delight in turning the 
bean of her eldest son away from her. It 
was on this boy, afterward Emperor \V3- 
liani II, that Bismarck depended for a con- 
tinuance of his power. Frederick bad an 
incurable malady, and when he succeeded 
to the throne in March, 1888, his death was 
only a question of a very short time. 


The people expected a gn-.a dval from 


Frederick, who was liberaJ anil progressive 
in his ideas. They viewed with dismay the 
rapid progress of his fatal malady. 
They 


witnessed with anger which could scarce 
be repressed the evil influence of Bismarck 
upon the crown prince. As soon as the 
breath was out cf Frederick's body Bis- 
marck hod the palace surrounded with 
troops and orders'issued that no one should 
be allowed to leave until search was made 
for the dead man's diary. 


What followed is fresh in the minds ot 


all readers of currint history. The em 
press, although badgered and bullied lot he 
limit of endurance, managed to secure hei 
husband's papers. "We shall have no moi\ 
petticoats meddling in politics now!" wu> 
the triumphant cry of the Iron Chauceltoi 
as the marks of estrangement he! ween tlie 
emperor and his mother became moiv uiiu 
more apparent. Bismarck foresaw <i neu 
lease of po\v\ r for himself. He believed h, 
had tbe unnatural \oinin 1 ai-ei eoinpL-iel\ 
under his tl.-.imb, but he was di'isiu'd to 1» 
rudely awakened from his fond die.i.n.

Extracts from 
I'Yttierick's diary, which Bismarck had 
tried in vain to secure, were published and 
caused H profound sensation in Europe. 
They dully declared that Bisnmrck was op- 
posed to the founding of thu umpire; thatat 
i he close of the Franco-Prussian war \Vil 
liam, who was then 73 years old, insisted 
i hut the title of king of Prussia was in 
finitely superior to emperor, mid. that the 
crown prince really curried tho imperial 
project through, laboriously persuading his 
father and almost, bullying the chancellor 
into it reluctant support of it. Of course 
Bismarck could not stand idly by and see 
ihe laurels he had worn so loii}^ ruthlessly 
lorn from his brow 
lie entered a vigorous 


denial and impeached the authenticity of 
thediury 
llevranled \Villiam lo urdcrlhe 


prosecution of the publishers for Irea-Mjn 
anil tampering with stale secrets. 


Hut the young kaiser wius not in a com- 


pliant mood. It seemed to hnvt'dawned 
upo'i him that be ow.-d something to the 
memory of his father, and that he should 
moilify his trcalment of his royal mother, 
lie W.-IM, moreover, in the thick of his labor 
reform movement, which Bismarck hud op- 


efficiency of the German army and forming 
the famous triple alliance between Ger- 
many,. Austria and Italy as a safeguard 
against French aggression and Russian en 
croachment. 


But an the years went by the despised 


people began to make themselves felt. The 
excessive militarism which Bismarck's pol- 
icy rendered necessary laid immense bur- 
dens upon the workmen. Socialism took • 
firmer root among the disaffected, mutter- 
ing! of discontent became prevalent, and 
the Iron Chancellor found his power on the 
wdRe. He WHS loath to admit the fact and 
preserved a bold front. The death of Kaiser 
William brought him face to face with the 
stem truth that unless something unusual 
occurred his influence in the empire would 
nueodily end.

Kvery possible rumor followed him into 


retirement. 
11 was snid I ha t he never ex- 


pected the emperor to allow him to resign; 
that he was in u state of panic the day after 
he made his fatal blull anil humbly hedged 
the Empress Frederick to intercede with 
her son to retain him in ofHce. One can 
hardly imagine the bold, implacable liis- 
murck, the terror of Kuropc, on his knees 
before a woir.an whom he. sought so olten 
to humiliate, but the story has elements of 
truth and has never been contradicted. 


Bismarck's downfall was thus almost as 


complete and pathetic as that of Wulsey 
But his temper, unlike that of t he ambit ious 
cardinal, wa-s not broken by t,he storms ol 
state. 
His retirement \V:LS marked by se 


vere criticism of the young emperor's pol 
icy and imprudent outbreaks of wrath 
against old time rivals.

The marriage took place in 18-17, and the 


young conplo made a short, wedding tour 
through .Switzerland and Italy. At Venieu 
Bismarck accidentally met King Frederick 
William IV of Prussia. 
He was com- 


manded to attend the royal dinner table, 
anil u long conversation ensued lietwceu 
him and the king on German poli'ics. The 
foundation of his political fortuua was 
made in this conversation. 


Bismarck was taken unawares by the 


royal invitation. He was totally unpre- 
pared for such a contingency and had no 
court dress w i t h him. He was obliged to 
borrow one, but the suit was not mode for 
a man of his proportions and fitted him «o 
badly that he cut a poor figure. He had 
been for some months previously a mem- 
ber of the Frankfort diet. This meeting 
with the king eventually led to his ap- 
pointment as Prussian embassudor to that 
body. 


Few who knew tho wild lift Bismarck 


had led expected he would make a success 
of this mission. But he had seen a great 
deal of the world and had bidden adieu 
to the follies of his youth. Ho described 
the change himself by simply saying, "I 
have learned something." 


Three children were born to the Bis- 


marcks—Marie, born at Kchoeuhausen Aug. 
!il, 1S48; Herbert, born at Berlin Dec. 28, 
1&4U, and William, born at Frankfort Aug. 
1, 1852. 


During all his life Bismarck used to write 


long and affectionate letters to las wife 
whenever lie was away from her. 
Some 


most charming thoughts were sometimes 
expressed in these missives. 
When in 


Frankfort, \\ here the Thurn and Taxis p^s- 
tul system was in vogue, ho had to write to 
her cautioning her to be careful what she 
said. "Do not forget when you write to 
me," ho wrote, "that your letters are not 
only read by me, but by all sorts of postof- 
flee spies." 


Of Bismarck's daily life at Vurgin Dr. 


Busch wrote a few years before the prince's 
death:

The domestic life of Bismarck wiw a 


strong contriist to his stormy poliiiunl ca 
reer. He \viis tlevotudly attached to bis 
wife and children. The princess, a perfect 
picture of the German hausfniti, exerted n. 
wonderful influence over the HW-t chancel- 
lor. "She it Is who made mu what 1 am," 
was the testimony lie bore to hur noble qual 
it.ies on more th.ui one occasion. 


Ouring hi.i periods of illness, which were 


frequent of late years, the princess nursed 
him with untiring care. 
"As for the 


prince," writes one of his biographers, "he 
lias during his life given constant proofs 
not only of trge and honest love for the wife 
he has chosen and the children »he has 
borne him, but also of delicate and chival- 
rous tenderness toward them. Years have 
made no change in this. Every one who 
baa been admitted into the intimacy of the 
Bismarck family is able to judge of the af- 
fectionate and at the same time dignified 
character of the relations between the 
prince and the princess." 


His courtship was a singular one. He 


was very intimate with the Planckenburg 
family, who were, iu a way, relatives, and 
one summer made with them a long jour- 
ney for pleasure through some of the most 
picturesque pantions of Germany. M. Frau- 
lein Puttkamnr was of the party, and the 
young couple fell in love, though Bismarck 
seems not to have found it out until after 
the journey wns finished. Then he wrote a 
characteristic letter to his sister, of which 
this is an extract: 


I must really marry, for since father's de- 


parture I feel lonely and solitary, and a mild, 
damb state of weather make* me melancholy, 
longing and in love. No resistance is of avail. 
\ must marry—tl>6 people will have jt so—and 
nothing seems more natural. My ladylove docs 
not produce a great Impression on me, but that 
no lady does. It is, at any rate, satisfactory 
where one cannot change his inclinations with 
his shin, as seldom even as tho latter may oc- 
cur. 


Having dispatched this mission, he sent 


an even more characteristic one to Ilerr 
'von Puttkamer demanding his daughter's 
hand in marriage. Von PuttkAmer and 
bis good wife were strongly opposed to 
the matcT?:1- They had heard dreadful 
things about "Mad Bismarck" and did 
their utmost to dissuade their daughter 
from marrying him. After much difficulty 
lie finally broke down the father's opposi- 
tion, but the mother, a high iplritcd wom- 
an, was obdurate.

HOW HE RETIRED. 


IliMUiurck'* l.;»st IitU-rt leiv With thu Eui~ 


It was nt S a. m. on Saturday, March 15, 


IfeKl, before he WJLS yet out of bed, that Bis- 
marck was notified that the emperor Wits 
wuiting to see him in Count Herbert Uis- 
murcU's apartments in the office of the sec- 
retary of !>tate. A.s soon as the prince en- 
tered there was an outburst of imperial 
wrath. Bismarck \\as upbraided Ix'Cause 
the ministers \\cre not allowed to report 
direct to the e:nperor anil because of oppo 
sition to hi.s majesty's, policy reyardinj; the 
labor problem. In vain did the chancellor 
defend himself on the score that it was law 
that the ministers should not tvport direct, 
aud that concerning the labor problem i', 
would be well not to be too precipitate— 
that Certain modifications of the imperial 
programme niiiiht be wisp. 


"No, no; no modifications" interrupted 


the emperor. "1 wish my orders to be car- 
ried out ju.st as 1 ^ive tiu-in," 


The severity of this expression of hi* will 


ut last exhausted the prince's calmness. "I 
think I can perceive that my services, are 
not fortunate enough to please your maje.s- 
ty," he snid, "unil that some thoughts ev- 
ist of getting rid of me.'1 The emperor here 
made an ai.-.i-ntinji gesture. 


Then Bismarck 
pleaded—think of His- 


marck pleading-—to be allowed to remain 
In ollice until May in order to be able to tie- 
fend that year's military bill, but to no 
avail. "No. no," wa> the emperor's con- 
mint mid only reply, aud when Bismarck 
lea.sed speaking and stood with bowed 
head his master befjnn again and took him 
to ta.sk for holding conferences with Wind 
t hurst. This angered Bismarck greatly, 
nnd he replied with much heat, charging 
theomperor wilh putting spies on hN track 
"It is my right." said Bismarck "to have 
communication wilh skilled politicians, 
\\hether thev bo members of parliament, or 
not, and nobody, not e\en your majesty, 
\\\\\ be able to prevent me from doing so 
After these word*, spoken in the greatest 
eM'itement, the emperor dismissed the 
chancellor with a simple movement of the 
head. 


A few days later—March 30—the ex-chan- 


cellor made his exit from the scene of his 
triumph*, little doubling probably that he 
would soon be recalled. He had already 
taken leave of all the royal princes, but 
there remained one member of the Hoheu 
iiolliTii family to whom he owed a farewell 
—Emperor-King William I, now lying tn 
marble state boside his royal parents in the 
mausoleum at Charlottcnburg. 
Thither 


Bismarck drove, aud alone he entered the 
tomb. By tbe side of the sarcophagus he 
knelt, and on its litl he laid a few ros.es. 
Then he went away a.s. silently as he had 
come. There still remained the leavetak 
ing with tho Berlin populace. It wns a 
most impre-sKive one. A correspondent hays 
of his progress through the streets to the 
railway station, where he was to take the 
train for Friedficli.sruhc: 


"As if the funeral of some great and 


deeply mourned man were afoot, Berliu had 
poured out nil the lit' 
1-! elements in its pop 


illation to weep ami \\iltlly uave their hats 
and haiidkcrchiets, to stutter flowers and 
to struggle to shake and kiss the hand of 
the man who was about to pass from their 
midst nnd be lost to them." 


It was only wilh the greatest difficulty 


that way could be made by the poliee for 
the prince's passage through the crowd 
Many pressed forward to give the retiring 
minister flowers, and the cro\\ds cheered 
vociferously. The emperor will his person 
al aids.-de-ca.mp anil equerries with ft mag 
iiiticeut, and .suggesthi: lloral offering and 
liiial adieus. 
It is small wonder it the 


prince was affected, and when iu the inter 
vals of the chi'eviug the crouds struck up 
'The Watch on the Hhiiu;" he really looked 
as if for the first, time in hib well poised life 
he had lust his head. When nt last the 
• rain dep.irti-d w i t h a shiiuk, thu cLec/ing 
\\a.s frantic. 


Then the crowd melted away, and Bis 


marck, as thu central figure of Kurope, was 
no more.

Bismarck W:IH a man of mtuiy supereti- I 


tious. Of the uumber 13 he la said to have I 
st<xxl in mortal terror, aud cuauy were the J 
signs and portents by which he regulated 
bi> lUily conduct. lx>th as tu hib ofliciul aud 
his prisate allairs. 


Although, thanks to his excessive con- 


sumption of brer and his htftrty eatiug, he 
was for many years extremely stout—even 
to obesity—during his later life he is re- 
porfd to' have been slender almost to 
gauntne.ss. This he owed to L)r. .Schwe- 
uinger and the rigid self denial this physi- 
cian induced him to practice. 
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BISMARCK AS A SPEAKER. 


Jfot an Orator In the Ordinary Senae—Hl» 


Appearance Tn the Reichstag. 


Bismarck was not at all a smooth, grace- 
ul orator, but when it was announced in 
lis days of power that he was about to 
make an important speech all Kurope held 
ts breath. His voice was peculiar, high 
pitched and not very powerful. It was by 
some spoken of as a ih-iu voice, but that ex- 
tresses only one of its qualities. It was the 
voice of a young man, and one hearing it 
Tor the first time without seeing the speak 


could hardly believe that a pel-sou lony 


[last middle age was talking. A poMicaVh 
inclined writer once likened his .speech in 
a fore.st stream running over stones and 
roots. A more scieutilic observer described 
it in this way. 


"1 think I know a better though a rather 


technical comparison—namely, his speech 
is like quicksilver drawn tint. Take a drop 
if quickMlvcrco'itaiuiug some lc;ul or/ii.c 
put it on a pane of gl.'i>s and hold it slaat 
mgly. The drop .swells ami rolls, but prt-.s 
ently it stops, becomes thinner mid longer, 
remains immovable for a moment, gathers 
new strength to (low, becomes thin or.ce 
again, and so forth. Thus it was with the 
chancellor's words—first, if a sentence came 
out, then he hesitated, stopped or uttered 
a short, inarticulate sound and went on 
again. It was always evident that to speak 
was H physical exertion, but even when in 
first rate form he did not talk tlueutly." 


Close observation disclosed the fact that 


the reason for all this was that the form of 
his speech was always improvised on the 
spur of the moment; that, unlike many ex- 
temporaneous speakers, he ditl not u.se the 
first expression coming into his mind, but 
while uttering the first half of a sentence 
he was thinking how to shape the second 
half in order lo exactly express his mean 
ing. When making a joke or some lighter 
remark, there was no hesitation, but when 
he turned to more serious subjects the bait 
ing form of speech always returned. 


It follows that U was no easy t:uk to ro 


port his words. 
Kveii the official steiiog 


faphpra u.scd ofteii lo trip mi bis words, and 
before their work was pa.s.setl Bismarck 
always personally revised it. 


During a debnte he UM ;1 to m:ike frequent

"I pity the young man," he said 
"lie is like, a young hound that barks at 
everything, that smells e%er\thing. that 
touches everything and that ends by can 
ing complete disaster in the room iu which 
he is, no matter how large it may be." 


The prince was frequently disposed to 


Mini up his life work in a sorrow!ul strain. 
"How many nations have 1 rendered un 
happy!" he once said. "But for me three 
great wars would never have taken place, 
80,1100 men would not have been killed in 
battle; fathers, mothers, brothers, sisters 
and wives would not have been plungec 
into misery. 
I have settled all that with 


my conscience and iny Creator, but 1 have 
reaped very little, if any happiness from a] 
that I have done. The only things it baa 
yielded me are various anxieties and griefs." 


Great as he was, masterful and resistless, 


even cruel in his methods, Bismarck hoc 
withal a keen human sympathy and hie 
beneath his grim exterior a heart suscepti 
ble to the common pangs of mankind. 


Bismarck was very font! of animals 


When his favorite dog Sultan was poisonec 
in 1ST7, he watched beside the poor brute 
with the great est solicitude. His son Her 
bert endeavored iu vain to lead him away 
When the dog was dead, the prince said: 


"Those old German forefathers of -ours 


had a kind religion. They believed they 
would meet again in the celestial hunting 
grounds all the good dogs that hud beei 
their faithful companions in life. * * * 
wish 1 could believe that."
